he claims, the depth of water through the 
South Pass has been increased from eight 
feet (the average depth before the work com- 
menced) to twenty-six and thirty feet at the 
present tine.

Wasaineton, D. C., March 1.—On the last 
of July, 1880, a statement was issued from 
the Treasury Department giving a complete 
analysis of the principal of the public debt 
of the United States from July 1, 1856, to 
July 1, 1880. A continuation of this data to 
the present time shows some interesting 
facts. From Aug. 31, 1865, to Feb. 28, 1882, 
the interest-bearing principal of the National 
debt has been reduced 8847, 204, 604, and the 
reduced 
$91,149,562. Theaverage rate of interest pay- 
able on the debt as it stood Aug. 31, 1865, 
was 6.54 per cent, and the average rate pay- 
able as it stood Feb. W, 1882, was only 3.9 
per ceut. The average rate of interest pay- 


able on the debt as it stood July 1, 1860, was 


5.33 per cent, and it gradually increased un- 
til Aug. 31, 1866, at which date the debt 
reached its highest point; from that to the 
present the average rate of interest has de- 
creased until at the present time it amonnts 
to only 3.9 per eceut. In computation of the 
average rate the ‘“ non-interest-bearing 
debt and the “debt which has ceased to 
bear interest”? have not been taken into ac- 
count, as this would be manifestly unjust. 
THE EFFECT OF THE AGITATION

THE PENSION LAWS. 
A BILL TO BE INTRODUCED APPOINTING A 
BOARD OF REVIEW. 
Special to Giabe- Democrat. 

Wasninetron. D. C., Feb. W. —Congress- 
man Pound, of Wisconsin, is preparing a 
bill which itis believed will prove to be a 
popular measure with the country and satis- 
factory to Congress, as it will relieve that 
body of a vast amount of work should it be- 
come a law. The bill will provide for the 
appointment of a Board of Review of four 
members, with discretionary powers, to hear 
rejected or incomplete pension cases, The 
Commissioner of Pensions will make the 
fifth member ot the board, and will 
preside. It is to be a sort of Appellate Court 
for pensions. When a pension is denied, 
and the amount is below what the applicant 
elaims he is entitled to draw, he may, if he 
sees fit, appeal tne case from the Commis- 
sioner to the Board of Review, and if the 
board reports favorably, the Secretary of 
the Interior is to issue the warrant placing 
the case ou the rolls. In this way itis be- 
lieved thousands of cases that fill the dockets 
of Congress, never to bereached, may be dis- 
posed of to the satisfaction of the pensioner, 
who may thus be 

SAVED YEARS OF DELAY. 

The bill provides, also, that in cases where 
there issome radieal defect, not merely a 
technical flaw, in the evidence, but where 
the board may held that there is equity in 
the claim, the matter may be referred to Con- 
gress with recommendation and with a state- 
ment of the fact and the evidence deduced in 
the course of inquiry. It is thought that 
hopeless. cases will thas be kept off the dock- 
et of the committee of Congress, and claim- 
ants who come year after year will be re- 
ferred to the board, Should they be there re- 
jected, it will not be considered worth while 
to hear them by the Counui on Pensions, 


and the fact that a ease is brought to Con- 
gress instead of before the bwuard will be 
in the nature of prima facie evidence that 
the elaim is not wel! founded, and ean be re- 
jected without hesitation. This Court of Ap- 
peal, or more properly Board of Review, wil! 
have various other powers, such as setting

“Northern philanthropists have not indorsed 
this institudion for thirteen years. We have 
not kuowu at any time that our little salaries 
could be paid, and to this day some of them due 
years ago are not paid. Some of us are 
thousands of dollars poorer coming. to 
Tennessee. The present available endow- 
ment fund roils up to the enormous sum of 
$5,000, Our Nofthern philanthropists, of whom 
we bear so much, were tho Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in the Cungress of the United States, 
After the late War certain funds were appro- 
priated by Congress for Southern schools, not a 
dollar for the North. Three classes were to be 
aided by those funds—the old white families, 
white refugee families, and the freedmen. Any 
Institution receiving of that fund was to open 
its doors to all those classes. Of course, it was 
not necessary for Congress to signify any 
but the two last classes that it 
did do; so when any school applied 
for aid from that fund it entered 
into a contract with the Government of the 
United States as a condition of getting it. How 
many institutions were aided Ido not know. 
Athens University, Tennessee University, and 
this college accepted the conditions ano obtained 
help. This was the source ef aid whica ruised 
Matyvitie Coliege out of its ruins; and was this 
not beiter — to let it he forgotten and un- 
known?” 

Mr. Bartlett bas stated that sinee the depart- 
ure of Suspended studewts he tinds the school 
in better moral health than ever. Col. 
Meek stutes that President Bartlett aud 
another member of the college faculty bave 
said on differeut oceasions during the past two 
years, both publicly and privately, that it was 
the Intention of the faculty to ad Scourage col- 
ored students trom coming to the college. and 
that within a sear, or less Jime, there would nut 
be a colored student in @, college, and that 
their purpose was to get him out of the school 
Aas SOU0 us possible, and that they were satistied 
of the impructicabiiity of runoinmg a mixed 
school here. Col. Meek says turther that he 
uever seut bis sons to che college until. be nad 
this assurance from Mr. Bartiett.

A CORRESPONDENT writing to the New 
York “imea professes to give the inside 
history of the last campaign in Indiana.

ARTHUR’S POLICY. 

The events of the last few weeks have put 
beyond doubt ur question the policy of the 
Acting President. He is an avowed canui- 
date fora nomination and an election to the 
office which he now occupies. All the ener- 
gies of his Administration will be exerted to 
compass these ends. He has no other ambi- 
tion, and will be guided by no other impulses. 
His political experienge and education have 
been Very narrow. te never satin a lexis- 
lative body or held afi executive office of the 
firstclass until now. He knows and cares 
little about the relations of the United States 
with foreign countries. He has made uo study 
of economic or fiscal subjects. Taxation and 
revenue are to him merely the humdrum 
routincof government. But one thing he does 
know thoroughly, and that is the secret of po- 
litical organization. The best means of holding 
primaries and caucuses, carrying conventions, 
and controlling elections are familiar to him. 
Nothing can be more natural than that his 
Administration should be directed, so far as 
it is consciously airected by him, to the single 
object of capturing the next Republican Na- 
tional Convention. and putting himself for- 
ward as the candidate of an enlightened 
party for the great office of President. The 
evidences of such purpose on his part are so 
abundant that among men conversant with 
the workings of politics in Washington no 
doubt on the subjeet is entertained. The 
active work of Mr. Arthur since the déath 
of Garfiela has been divided in two parts. 
First, he has tried to clear the stage of all 
existing Presidential candidates; secondly, 
he has organized the Executive Departments 
for political work in his interest. He en- 
couraged the passage of the bill to 
put Gen. Grant on the retired list of 
the army; he nominated Conkling to 
the Supreme Court: his friends in the Treas- 
ury Department pressed the investigation of 
Sherman, and diligently sought to blast his 
character; his friends in the State Depart- 
ment exploited Blaine’s South American pol- 
icy. Thecunning of Mr. Arthur has also 
been exercised in the reorganization of the 
Executive Departments. There is not a pos- 
sible Presidential candidate among the new 
men called intu the Cabinet. Folger is a re- 
cluse; Howe and Frelinghuysen are fossils; 
Brewster is a lawyer without political expe- 
rience,, Not one of these men has political 
standing or influence at home, nor is it in- 
tended that they shall be component parts of 
the machine. The departments in which 
patronage can be most powerfully used for 
political objects are the Treasury and Post- 
‘ Office, and to each of these Mr. Arthur has 
appointed as First Assistant a skillful party 
organizer. It is well understood that John 
C. New goes into the Treasury as its politic- 
alhead. Mr. Folger will be permitted to 
lock himself up and write opinions to his 
hearts content, but Mr. New win

Frank 
Hatton is there the chief appointing power 
and the aciive member of the machine.

STORRY RAILROAD ARGUMENT. 

In regard to the position of Tae TRIBUNE 
Mr. Storrs is mistaken in attributing to it a 
purpose to support the Reagan Railroad bil! 
to the exclusion of every other for the regu- 
lation of inter-State commerce carried on by 
rail. It may be that the Reagan bill is all 
that Mr. Storrs pronounces it—ivefficient and 
headless. The oniission to provide for a Na- 
tional Railway Commission is certainly a 
serious, if not fatal, defect. But that is no 
reason why the whole project of National 
reguiation of the railroads should be aban- 
doned. The choiee does not lie between 
Reagan’s bill and no bill. Several measures 
have been proposed to Congress. The bill 
originally reported by the Commerce Com- 
mittee in the Forty-sixth Congress, for which 
Mr. Reagan desired to substitute his meas- 
ure, contained the commission feature. It 
provided that there should be three Commis- 
sioners appointed by the President and con- 
firmed by the Senate to serve two, fous 
and six years, and thereafter for six years 
as the vacancies occur. It was proposed that 
such commission should exercise superyis- 
jon over all inter-State railroads; examine 
the books and accounts of railroads; iInvesti- 
gate cumplaints; report to ‘the Secretary of 
the Interior at any time when there was in- 
formation of value, and make an annual re- 
port to assist in the framing of additional 
legisiation. But it was also provided that 
suc: commission .was authorized to arbi- 
trate between the railroads and the public so 
far as it should be able to influence the cor- 
porations by remonatrance, advice, and moral 
pressure, and when this course failed to 
bring the facts In any complaint to the At- 
torney-General, who should proceed to prose- 
cute the offender. The bill farther made it 
unlawtul to charae more than reasonable 
rates or to discriminate’ against individuals 
or communities, and provided as a penalty 
that any corporation violating the terms of 
the act should forfeit tu the aggrieved party 
a sum equal to three times the amount of 
damage sustained, and pay a fine of not less 
than $1,000 for each offense. | 

But the point Mr. S.otfrs insists upon with 
special force might be urged against a bill 
providing for a commission with authority 
to regulate inter-State ecommerce carried by 
railroads as well as against the Reagan bill. 
In brief, he denies the authority of the 
United States Government to regulate inter- 
State rallroad commerce on the ground that 
each fivision or part ot a railroad is operated 
under the authority and regulation of the 
State in which it is located. He contends, 
for instance, that the Pennsylvania Company, 
carrying freight from Chicago to New York, 
may make one bill of lading from Chicago to 
the Iudlana State line, another to the Ohio 
Siate line, a third to the Pennsylvania State 
line, afourth to the New Jersey State line, 
ahd a fifth through the State of New Jersey 
to New York; and that, tu this fashion, it 
may evade and resist any regulation the 
United States Government may seek to liupose 
upon it for the continuous carriage of the 
consignment between the different terminal 
points. in other words, Mr. Storrs is of the 
Opinion that State charters and State laws 
may be invoked by the railroads to defeat 
National regulation. It this is true, then the 
railroads would be able to resist a National 
commissivn exercising the authority of the 
Government as well as a National statute. 
Consequently the distinction he makes in 
favor of a commission seems to be insincere. 

But Mr. Storrs’ argument in this respect, 
though it seems to have made a strong im- 
pression upon the docile, easily-discuuraged 
Commerce Committee, wiil not bear analysis. 
It is in the nature of a threat that in case 
there be an attempt to establish a system of 
National regulation the railroads will stop 
receiving through freight, break bulk and 
transfer freight at every State line, charge 
the local rates permitted under the State 
laws, or whatever they please, and thus deny 
and defy the Nationa! authority. 

As a matter of fact, there is not the slight- 
est danger that the-railroads would attempt 
anything of the kind. They could not afford 
to refuse consignments of through freight, 
and could not pussiviy procure a universal 
aud binding agreement among themselves to 
thateud. ‘The Canada roads, for instance, 
having connections between the East and 
West of the Uniteu States, would not embar- 
rass themselves in this way fur the accommo- 
dation of the American roads. and the com- 
petition they would provide would of itself 
defeat the,outiined plan of resistance. 

But it may also be maintained with safety 
thatthe Supreme Court would deny that the 
State charvers afford the raiiroads a guarau- 
tee against United States interference if 
the inter-State commerce which they carry, 
or enable the roads to resort to the evasion 
or resistance wiiich Mr. Storrs threatens on 

their behalf, The very bill which we have 
described above undertakes to pruhibit the 
railroads. trom doing what Mr. Storrs says 
they would do, and the decisions already 


given by the Supreme indicate that 
a as con- 


such prolilbition would 
buturonal and proper. 

The Constitution is sufficiently clear in 
giving Congress the exclusive authority to 
reguiate commerce among the States. The 
Supreme Court has already held that rail- 
roads are public highways. The Constitu- 
tion does not expressiy nor by inference con- 
fine the jurisdiction of Congress to natural 
highways. The Supreme Court in the Flor- 
ida telegraph case (Uctober term, 1877) de- 
clared:

limited powers of a State to tax nor any of 
its large police powers can be exercised to 
such an extent as to work @ practiced! as 
sumption of the powers properly conferred 
upoh Congress by the Constitution.” In the 
Florida telegraph case the Supreme 
Court declared that Congress lexislates 
for the whole Nation and is not 
embarrassed by State lines”; and. in 
the Illinois Granger case it held that 
% until Congress act in reference to their 
[public corporations’| inter- State rela- 
tions, the State may exercise all the powers 
of Government over them.” In other words, 
the authority of State regulation was con- 
firmed as subordinate to that of the United 
States. 

The foree of Mr. Storrs’ argument against 
National regulation rests entirely upon the 
reasonableness of the prediction as to what 
the Supreme Court will hold; but the de- 
cisions from which we have quoted indicate 
that ne was mistaken when he assumed that 
the Supreme Court will sustain the railroads 
in any effort to defeat National regulation of 
inter-State commerce by meansof their State 
charters. 


‘ THE CONGRESS ONAL-LIBRARY JOB, 

Voorhees, of Indiawa, oecupled an hour in 
the Senate yesterday by a speech in favor of 
the Congressional-Library job, This is one 
of the most extravagant measures ever sub- 
mitted for the consideration of Congress bya 
committee. It proposes, first, to commit the 

jovernment to, the purchase, by condemna- 
tion or otherwise, of half a million square 
Teet of land directly east of the reservation on 
Capitol Hill; secondiv, to the commence- 
ment of a great building thereon, half as 
large as the Capitol itself, the first appropria- 
tion for which is to be one and one-half niill- 
ion dollars, 

As to the ground, Voorhees maintained 
that it was the only location suitable for the 
purpose, It has a frontage of 1,000 feet and 
a depth of 275 feet, exclusive of three streets 
and two avenues by which it is intersected 
and divided inte lots of irregular shape and 
area. Much of this ground is now covered 
by private dwellings. Itis not specially de- 
sirable as residence property, and has no 
value for business purposes. Yet the 
Voorhees bill contemplates the payment 
of one milhon one hundred thousand 
dollars for the bare title to the soil. The 
Government has a large quantity of unoccu- 
pied land in the reservation west of the Cap- 
ito If the new library were put on the lot 
facing Pennsylvania avenue and First street 


“northwest it would be directly in the route 


of the members of Congress to and from their 
residences to the Capitol. The Government 
already owns this property. It is unoccu- 
pied, it would not cost a cent, and it is amply 
sufficient for the purpose. Voorhees main- 
tains, it is true, that the soil is treacherous, 
and no foundation edéuld be put in there to 
support a bailaing of the massive character 
that he regards as necessary, but it is a ques- 
tion whether a pondervis building is re- 
quired for library purposes. The National 
Museum, the Smithsonian Institution, the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving, and 
other public buildings of great size are sup- 
ported on soil of the same general nature. 
The Government could better afford to ex- 
pend $1v0,000 in piling, if necessary, on its 
own reservation than to put $1,100,000 in pri- 
vate real estate east of the Capitol. 

The building which Voorhees proposes to 
have put upon the new ground would not 
cost less than $5,000,000, and miaht cost $10,- 
000,000. The appropriation for beginning it 

would be $1,500,000. There is no limitation 
contained or suggested in the bill on further 
expenditures. But the plan is elaborate. 
The capacity of the library would be for not 
less than 2,000,000 yolumes. It should have, 
the committee say, a central reading-room 
150 feet in diameter, with concentric alcoves, 
and a dome over all. The size of it may be 
gathered from Voorhees’ cautious statement 
that it would be: less than one-half as large 
as the Capitol.“ 

The Western people are not prepared to 
indorse this extravagant plan. Voorhees’ 
constituents in Indiana will least of all be 
disposed to regard it with favor. They may 
wonder why their representative, who for- 
merly was an apostie of retrenchment and 
reform, has permiited his name to be iden- 
tified with this wild and reekless measure. 
Voorhees has done nothing else of note since 
he has been in the Senate, but he has de- 
voted the best part of his official life te the 
advocacy of a chimerical plan for building 
up another vast National institution at the 
common expense, 

Hostility to the library itself is not to be 
implied in opposition_t tu the build g plan of 
Voorhees and his associates. o library 
needs more room. It does not need a million- 
dollar lot, nor a five or ten million-dollar 
building, It can be economically and prop- 
erly provided for either by an extension of 
the present Capitol or by the construction of 
a substantial building suitable for the pur- 
pose on the Government reservation. The 
Copyright Office and the mere rubbish which 
it brings into the library may properly be 
transferred to a separate building, which 
need have no greater architectural preten- 
sions than the Government Printing-Office. 
But the library proper could be bountifully 
provided for in a building at the foot of Cap- 
itol Hill of the style and size of the Post- 
Office Department, ‘

From Mr. David A. Wells’ recent address 
in New York we comptle certain statements 
which have an especial interest to the peo- 
ple of this tax-oppressed country.

THE KENTUCKY AN(1-B0URBON REVOLT 

The revolt of the Kentucky Union Dem. 
ocrats” against the Bourbons is even a more- 
signigcant turn in Southern politics than the 
recent Mahone in Virginia., While 
the latter was an uprising against Bourbou- 
ism, it was based upon 4 dispute with West 
Virginia—that of readjustment of the old 
State debt, The Kentucky revolt is an open 
mutiny in the eamp, not upon any side issue, 
but against che persecutions and oppressions 
of the ex-Revels for seventeen years inflicted 
upon them for their fealty to the Union 
during the Rebellion. There is nothing weak 
or feeble in this revolt. It is a split in the 
Bourbon party too wide to be bridged over. 
It has been made with a unanimity, resolu- 
tion, and enthusiasm that at once stamp it as 
a permanent rupture that will revolutionize 
tne political statas in Kentucky if it is prop- 
erly supported and handied. 

To appreciate the situation a brief retro- 
spect is necessary. The outbreak of the War 
found Kentucky politically divided between 
the Bourbons, who were Rebel and State 
supremacy in their sentiments, and the Na- 
tional Union men of the old Clay Whig stock, 
who never believed in the miserable heresy 
of State sovereignty, who Were strong enough 
to help keep the State in the Union, and who 
freely gave their support to Lincoln. Not- 
withstanding Kentueky remained in the 
Union, the Bourbons succeeded in sending 
50,000 to 60,000 men to the Robel service and 
as many more who figured in guerrilla raids. 
But the Union men placed between 50,000 
and 60,000 yolunteers in the field, and ren- 
dered important and cordial service in the 
suppression of the Rebellion. Unquestion- 
ably they did so with the impression that 
their slaves would not be emancipated, or, 
if they were, that they would receive com- 
pensation for them from the North When 
the Rebellion closed, however, their slaves | 
were made free and the North declined pay- 
ing for them. Annoyed at this refusal they 
wept over to the Buurbons by thousands, and 
with them they have remained for seventeen 
years. Probably as many as 40,000 Union 
men pursued this course. 

Their lot has not been a happy one, how- 
ever. They have been the hewers of wood 
and the drawers of water for the Confederate 
Bourbons. They have endured proscription 
and persecution because they were National 
Unionists. The Rebel Bourbons have con- 
trolled every so-called Democratic conven- 
tion and nominated for office none but those 
who foughtte destroy the Union, or who 
gave then ald and comfort, and sympathized 
with their treason and Rebellion. 

The remainder of the Union men in Ken- 
tucky, whice and colored, stuck to the Re- 
publican party, and numbered about 110,000 
votes, while the Bourbon Rebels with “the 
help of 40,000 foolish Uniou men ¢ould poll 
150,000 votes, and thus secure all the offices in 
the State and nire-tenths of the county and 
municipal places. In seventeen years the 
Union Democrats have had just one office, 
and that an unimportant one. The Bourbon 
Rebels seized everything in the State, and 
took possession of the State Treasury and 
the schoo! fuud, which they have squandered. 
The foolish Union men, who bolted seven- 
teeu years ago, have turned the grindstone for 
the Bourbon axes and for their own noses at 
the same time. They have had no political re- 
ward or recognition for keeping the Rebels 
in power seventeen years, and the only privi- 
lege alowed them was that of working and vot- 
ing for the Confederate ticket year after year.

The stuff is taken from the country on 
portions of the line, aud some has to be hauled 
from other points. The country is better for 
timber and ties than anywhere on this side of 
the Rocky Mountains. Down the Deer Lodge 
Valley, Washington, Dunn & Co. have a con- 
tract for grading, and have completed about 
fifty out of eighty miles between Deer Lodge 
and Missoula. They have 200 men at work. At 
the Mullan tunnei work is progressing ut a lively 
rate. Two lugersvil drilis are at work going 
west through the solid rock, and have now pene- 
trated about feet into the rock. 
The engineers probe to sink a shaft from the 
summit of the mountain and work each way 
eustand ‘vest.

A Beautiful Voung School-Teacher Out- 
Murdered, aud Morribiy Mute

Confession of the Marder of a Man 
Supposed to Mave Been Aceidentaliy

Petoskey, Feb. 28.—Yesterday Locky MeUul- 
lough, who is now in jailat Harbor Springs on 
suspicion, confessed to being an accomplice in 
the murder ef Henry Miller four years ayo in 
Petoskey. Sherif Aldrich uf this place bas been 
on the track of McCuiluugh for two weeks past, 
and found him in a lumber- camp on Biack 
River, Cheboygan County. The officer says that 
McCullouga disclosed something about the mur- 
der 10a man in camp while they were both 
drunk, and subsequently the latter reported 
McCullough’s story, which reached the ears of 
Aidricu. Since then he has been working up 
the case, Last week he arrested 
McCollough and brought him to Har- 
bor Springs, where he confessed that he 
hei ped kill Miller, and that Pat McCarty of this 
place, and E. C. Becker, now of Jackson, were 
his associates. About four years ago Henry 
Miller lived on a farm near Bliss, Emmet County. 
Late in the tall he left uis farm to go to Trab 
erse City. to work for Hannah, Lay & Co. He 
was on bis reture from Traverse City by the 
steamer * Van Raalte waen he stopped at Pe- 
toskey. The boat landed about 8 o'clock at night. 
Miller told the Captain that ne bad something ut 
the Weeks House that be wanted te get, and 
would return quickiy. The Cuptain beid the 
buut awulle. and, as Miller did not return, the 
boat went off without aiim. The night was very 
durk, and there was no ligbt on the duck. About 
a week afterwards a man in a row-boat saw 
Miller's body lying at the bottom of 
tha bay, \ and fished it out. 
He was at once identified, and an inquest was 
held. The jury returned a verdict ot denth by 
accident. The opinion of the jury was that the 
matt had fulien off the dock in the darkness, and 
struck his head una projecting log, which pro- 
duced the large wound found on the back of his 
bead. Notwithstanding the verdict of the jury 
the prevailing opinion was that it was a case of 
murder. No witnesses could be found who saw 
Miller ashore. Weeks, the proprietor of the 
hotel were Miller's things were, testified that 
be did not see him that evening. 

In his confession McCullough stated that Me- 
Carty killed Miiler back of the Echers livery- 
stable and threw his body in the bay, and that 
Becker and himself assisted tne murderer. Me- 
Cullough does not say what the motive was. It 
was done, probably, thinking chat Miller had 
quite a sum of money witb him.

History — Enrviling the Voters-—-The

The controversy that bas recentiy taken place 
regurding the Presidential campaign of 1880 
in Indiana bas caused no little comment in 
political circles, not only in the Hoosier State, 
but toroughout the country. The candidate for 
Vice-President on the National Democratic 
ticket has given his reasons why his own State 
suddenly turued about and gave a majority for 
the Kepublican candidates. Gov. Hendricks, 
as a matter of self-defense, was also 
compelled to make a statement, but neither 
gentieman has given the rcal cause, The his- 
tory of that famous politicel contest, beginning 
as fur back ag 1879, has vever been fully known 
to the peopie of Indians, and even to the pres- 
ent day the Democratic managers are ignurant 
of the means used by the Republivans. The 
Bourbons will be still more surprised when it is 
made clear that Ahe greatest service in aid of 
the electiun of the entire Republican ticke: was 
perturmed by ana through the managers of the 
Democratic Campaign Committee.

PRIVATE WATER-WORKS, 


A Baker’s Dozen Protest Against the 
Couneil Granting a Franchise. 

In answer to a ball signed by about a dozen 
citizens ot the Sixteenth Ward, a meeting was 
heid last evening at the corner of Sigel and 
Sedgwick streets to protest against the pussage 
of au ordinance now befure the Council propos- 
ing to grant the “Chicago Power Company 
authority to lay pipes in the streets to suppiy 
water “for mechanical, manufacturing, and 


sanitary purposes.” 

The mecting was respectable in size, but its 
make-up was an odd combination of politicians 
of the old parties and agitators of the Socialis- 
tie and Anti-Monopoly schools: and there was 
a great deal of innocent speculation as tw 
whether the call alluded to had had anything 
to do with the racthering uf the crowd.

A Determined and Successfal E@ort at 
Self- Destruction of a St. Lauts Man. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chicugo Tribung, 

Sr. Lours. Mo., March |.—For some time past 
the wife of John Lieber bas been subjecting her 
husband to the closest surveiliance and has 
lived in a state of constant dread of a tragedy. 
Her fears were not of any violence toward her- 
self, because bie treatment of her had aiways 
been kindly, but she knew that the idea of seif- 
murder had found a place in bis mind, and de- 
spite entreaties and her efforts to displace it he 
was still pursing the purpose like many another 
suicide. However, be seemed to cousider it neo- 
essary to do the deed in secret, and there is no 
aoubt that che knowledge of her vigilance pro- 
longed his life for many days. He wasa victim 
of disease of both heart and liver, and life was 
torture. His physician, Dr. Ouler, regarded his 
case as and. although Lieber had not 
been toid of this, he divieed it. Some ume ago 
in a paroxyem of pain be deciared that hus own 
hand should end it all, and theveeforth a dread 
bung over the bousehoid. This morning the 
wife arose, and, leaying her husband apparently 
asieep, went out Into the Kitchen to pre 
breakfast. He wasevidently on the watch for this 
oppurtunity, and she had left the room but a 
short tame whea be arvse. went quiet w a 
cupdourd in the room, and procured a rusty 
butcher-koife, with which be returned to the 
bed. His purpose evidently Was to cut bis throut 
and die from joss of bioud. Drawmg the knife 
weross the front of bis neck de made a wound 
about three inches tung but not deep. hether 
be waited awhile for the fatal effect. 
or the pain drove bim to a more horrible 
act, is not known, Dut with wunder- 
ful perve he drove the kaife with 
great force inte bis chest just at the angie 
Ware the collar bones met. then, without with- 
drawing it, be exerred ali Bis Strength to twist 
the wreut wide biude around in the fesh.

SPRINGPIeLD, II., March 1.—A final report 
from Bloomingdale, Du Page County, shows that 
there were six Ccuses of small- pox in all, with one 
death. The piace is entirely tree from infecaon. 
There have been ten cases of confluent small 
pox and seven of varioivid, with five deaths, in 
Moline, Rock lelahd County. Thecity is now 
virtually free from tus disease, but it has cost 
ubout SG. aside froth losses by interterence 
with business.

A Ein to Lessen Costs of Maritime Law- 
. sults.

Orrawa, March 1.—The Hon. Mr. Cameron has 
introduced a bill to amend the Maritime Court 
act and to simplify proceedings and lessen costs. 
One of the clauses provides that all cases under 
$200 shall be disposed of in a summary manner 
and at the same costs as cases are now disposed 
of in the Division Court. The bill also gives an 
appeal to the Court of Appeals, instead of to the 
Supreme Court when the amount in dispute is 
over $200. There is no appeal when the amount 
is under that sum. These amendments are nec- 
essary in the public interest in order that cases 
involving small amounts may be disposed of 
speedily and at a minimum of costs, There are 
many complaints respecting the complicated 
machinery of the court as Gow constituted and 
the enormous costs i In moving for a 
return on this subject, Mr. Cameron mentioned 
a case in which the amount in dispute was $150 
only and tne costs fixed to the successful party 
were $352. Ip still another case the amount in- 
volved was $110 and the cost were over $1,000. 
Mr. Cameron's bill deals with these objections 
and provides a remedy.

GURNEY ON THE BOND SCHEME.

Matters at the Un on Iron & Steel Works at 


Bridgeport were comparatively quiet yesterday. 


and no persun or property was serioasiy injured. 
The beautiful weather appeared to have a sootb- 
ug effect on the strikers, and they loiled about 
in the sun, and talked che situadion over. 

In the morning, when the “scabs” went to 
their work, a crowd of the strikers and their sym- 


pathizers gathered and hooted. and jeered 


at the Italians, but the presence of «s 
squad of police prevented any serious 
outbreak. The outs” and their friends appear 
to have a wholesome dread of Lieut. Byrne and 


his men, of Deermg Street Police Station, but *

When the 
abs had disappeared in he works the 
crowd of strikers dispersed, and spent the time 
until neon strolling about the streets and dis- 
cussing the situation. 

When the men came out for dinner they were 
areeted by the usual crowd, but the city police 
escort afforded them excellent protection. One 
of the crowd threwa largo cinder at the tittle 
procession, and Capt. Simon O'Donaell, who

STRUCK A LITTLE CHILD, 
which was resting quietiy in its mother’s arms, 
inflicting a slight flesh wound. This incident 
rerved to drive the women and children in the 
crowd away. The man who threw the missile 
could not be discovered, or he would certaiualy 
have been locked up at all hazards. The men 
in the steel worts sympatiize with the strikers, 
and when the “scabs” are being taken trom 
one furnace to another they ruu out and join 
the crowd in yelling and hooting st the Italians. 

When the men quit work. about half-past 5 
o'clock, they were escorted to their temporary 
quarters and bo&urding- houses by the police. and 
no attempt was made to assault them. Four of 
them started for home on their own hook, and a 
gang of non-Uni0on men threatened to “do them 
up. The Union men, who are evidentiy op- 
posed to using force to gain their ends, took the 
part of the pour “ scabs,” and walked with them 
to the Deering Street Station, where they were 
given an escort tutheirhomes. No new men 
were brought to the workseduring the 
day, and until the serious aspect of 
the strike disappear® no more new 
hands will be putoa. The police force now on 
the ground is ample to protect the men and the 
property of the company, and no serivus trouble 
is anticipated. The officers of the company 
seem to think, however, that the lullis merely 
temporary, and that when the extra police are 
withdrawn the strikers will renew their fight in 
earnest. Thereis a notabie absence of drunk- 
enness among the outs.“ and the best patrons 
of the neighboring varrooms appear to be the 
“sympathizers” from the Stock- Yards. 

As the new meu have come from quarters of 
the city where smali-pox is prevalent it Was 
thought best to vaccinate them, and a couple of 
officers from the Health Department went out 
to the works last evening for that purpose.

THE FRIENDLESS. 
MEERTING OF THE MANAGERS OF THE HOME— 
SMALI-PUX EXPERIENCES. 

The regular monthiy meet i of the managers 
of the Hume for the Friendless was held yester- 
day forenvoa. 

Ius report of the Secretary for the past month 
showed che receipts to be $1,622, and the ex- 
penditures $1,53u. 

In February, seventy adults and fifty-seven 
children were discharged, eight surrendered 
colidren were sent to permanent homes, and 
forty-five were helped to situadons and homes. 
Only one death occurred. . 

The report of the Visiting Committee stated 
that the condition of the howe was such 
that they could not visit it with safety. 
The management is said to be as 
good as vould de expeeted under the 
demoralizing influence of contagious d- 
cases. Despite the facilities wh en the new in- 
firmary affords for preveating the spread of 
contagion, measies, whoup.og-cough, and 
chicken-pox prevailed amoum the children. 
Oaly one real case of smail-pox has appeared, 
and the patieut was immediately carried to the 
hospital. The report further stated that the 
cases of several patients assumed such forms as 
to cause frequent alarm, and the fear is ex- 
pressed that the end has not been reached. 

The Reception Committee submitted a report 
detailing the facis regarding the smali-pox 
scare at the home. It is in substance as follows: 
About five wees ago the first case occurred. It 
wus that of a boy who bad been brought in by 
a policeman six days berore, and there is reasva 
to suppose he had been exposed before coming 
to the bome, as bie brother bad been taken to 
the pest-house and died there, The boy’s case 
was z severe one, and it was re- 
ported that be was dead and buried. 
This is not true, however, as the boy is now at 
the bome, alive and well. He was returned in 
a foriora condition, full of vermin, showing, the 
report says, a fearful state of things at the pest- 
house. The other cases were those reported at 
the last meeting—three chiidren who were sent 
away Friday and returned Wednesday as not 
having the disease. They were brought back 
and left in the alley, with no message to explain 
their return. As they cvuld not be left to freeze 
vutdoors, they were taken up the lire-escape, 
their clothing removed, a carbolic bath givem 
them. put ia and ouaraotined. The beaith 
authorities sald it was perfectly safe to 

xd the children bagk, as their clothing had 
disinfected, and it was safe for them to 
goaoywaere. The report then calis attention 
to the results. After the statement of the 
health authorities that the clothing had not 
been in the pest-house, and besides had been 
diainfec:ed, it was not thought necessary to de- 
stroy it; but a Mrs. Burns, who had been id the 
nome six months with der baby, and bo d ‘of 
whom were said to bave had the swall-pox at 
the County Poor-House, took charge of the 
clothing and wasbed the childreu. Ten days 
ago hér baby was taken with the smalii-pox, 
and there u no doubt she took it 
from the clothing of these children, 
as she bad not been out of the home. Mrs. 
Burus and her baby were sent to the pest-house, 
and the baby has si uce died. The last applicant 
for admission to the home was a giri baby three 
days gid. A policemae brought the baby in, and 
bis story was thai he found the little one in the 
arms of a boy on Dearborn avenue, who said a 
lady bad given bim $1 to take K to a certain ad- 
cress on that street. The officer took the baby 
there, but the people ig the bouse said they 
knew nothing uf the waif, the officer took it 
tu the home. 


BOILER EXPLOSION, 
A BAD WRECK, BUT NOBODY AURT. 

The boiler at the works of the Continental 
Mavufacturing Company (Shumway, Burgess & 
Co., proprietors), corner ot Franklin and Michi- 
gan streets, expioded a few miuutes before 6 
v'ciock yesterday morning. demolishing every- 
thing in the viciaity. Steam had been up about 
un hour, and the watchmac says the gage indi- 
cated that there was pleaty of water. The boiler 
was comparatively new, and had been inspected 
and pronounced “ali rigat about two weeks 
ago.

“he structure in which it was located—a low 
brick ove in the rear of the main building—was 
totally destroyed, and a large hole was made in 
the wall of the factory proper by the bead of 
the boiler going through it. A frame shop near 
by was shuttered, and the shuck was so great 
that the glass in all the windows was broken. 
Bricks were thrown in all airections—one en-

Prices fell 
away repidiy,and closed weak, with every in- 
dication of going lower. 

Missouri Pacific has become one of the active 
stocks.. it was “hammered” by the bears, so 
says Wall street. When one of the great 
operators wants to out a stock he in- 
forms the street that the cause of its activity is 
that it ts being “hammered” by the bears. This 
removes all oo that any holder is selling 
reali stock. A correspondent of the Sun asks

Come bonds upon which about $1.000,000 of back 
interest is outstanding.

The Tolieston cub Asks to Have Mr.

A motion was argued yesterday before Jude 


Tuley for a rule against Elijah 8. Alexander iu 
the case of the Tolleston Club against Alex- 
ander to compel bim to show cause why he 
should not be punished for contempt. The 
Tolleston Club filed a bill Saturday claiming 
they badaright to cross defendant's land at 
Tolleston from their club-house to the Calumet 
River, that the defendant wae endeavoring to 
interfere with their rights, and asking for an 
injunction. Ju efere or just after the filing 
of the bill, Alexander's agents fastened 
up the gate giving entrance from 
the club-bouse to his jand, and re- 
fur to unlock it. An application was 
at once made to Judge Tuley for a rute to show 


—.— why he should not be punished for con: 


temp 

The Judge said that, though the land in ques- 
tion Was out ot the Stata the Court bad jurisdic- 
tion, as the injunction was a process against the 
person, and the Court acted only on the con- 
science of the person. It was argued tant the 
writ was Dot maudatory, so that it only prevented 
the erection of obstructions, but not the re- 
moval of those already built, But the writ pro- 
hibited an interference with the complainants’ 
right of way. It tae writ did not require ob- 
structions to be removed, it did require the de- 
feudant to desist from iaterfering with com- 
If complidinanis 
never bad had possession, a mandatory writ 
would not have been issued. But wien the ia- 
terruption was one of a prior and long-standing 
lan ful possession, the rule that a court would 
pot interfere with the acts ot voluntary a$socia- 
tions did not apply. That would be saying a 
party had no remedy in equity when deprived of 
arigbt. There had been u violadou of the in- 
junction, but the Court would assume a trespass 
only had been committed, and that Alexander 
had not intentionally vioiated the writ, and no 
une or punishment would be inflicted. Alex- 
ander should have hotihled parties to desist from 
ull acts that would prevent the club trom the 
use of its rights, abd should even have removed 
obstructions if necessary. He must allow the 
club to exercise its rights, but, on the other 
hand, the latter mast not take advantage of the 
jnjunction by putting up improvements or iu 
any other way. The rule to show cause would 
be discbarged On those conditions. 


A Jewish Breach-of-FPromise Case— 
— The Defendant Still Willing te Carry 

Out His Agreement. 

A rather amusing breach-of-promise case was 
on trial before Judge Williamson yesterday. The 
plaintiff was a shy, pretty little Jewess, 19 years 
old, whose cheeks showed an engaging way of 
flushing deeply at almost every question, and 


“the defendant was an undersized, amiable-look- 


ing Jewish youth, witn hair of most unorthodox 
light-brown color. It seems that about a year 
and a balf ago the plaintiff, who bears the poet- 
ical name of Dora Apple, came over bere from 
Germany and settled down at the home of her 
uncle, Jacob Meyer, who lives in the 
bovine-seented neighborhood of the Stock- 
Yards, Here she met 4 young 
dry-goods merchant from the suburb of La 
Crosse, Wis., who speedilyfell a victim to her 
shy but winning ways. They became engaged, 
and, in dccordunce with the custom of their re- 
ligion, celebrated the event by an engagement 
party. The marriage was set forthe 2th of 
September, 1881, but it was afterward discov- 
ered, as Stone, the defendant, claims, that this 
was one Of the holidays of the Jewish Church 
on which warriages were prohibited. At any 
rate, Stone falied to make his appearance on the 
wedding-day, aud the slighted young ay after 
Waiting only two days, announced mar the al- 
fair was off by berinn:ng a suit for $20,000 
damages against the dilatory lover. Stone ciaims 
that he was always ready to car- 
ry out bis engagement, and would 
do se even pow h the lady was only willing; 
that he discovered the marriage was set for an 
legal day, aud at once wrote his lady iove ask- 
lag her- to postpone the ceremony until some 
more auspicious occasion. He also claimed that, 
when he tirst began visiting Miss Apple, her 
uncle proposed to make it an object to him to 
niarry her. He first promised to furnish a 
house for the couple; but the young man 
thought his bank- account was large enough to 
stand that drain on it, and then the generous 
avuncular relative promised to give $2,000 as a 
dowry. “And that,” said the defendant on 
bis examination, was inducement enough: 
anybody would jump at that offer.” Aft- 
er the suit was begun it seemed Storie 
made some overtures toward a settlement, 
but bis inconstant lady-love had anotber more 
favored lover in ber eye, and she told Stone she 
did not want to have anything more to do with 
bim. A number of letters, written by Stone to 
Mise Apple, were read in evidence, but they 
were quite sensible in tone, and lacked the seu- 
sational clement that would make them inter- 
esting to a scandal-loving public. The testi- 
mony was all concluded, and the case will be 
argued this morning. 


The Bucket-Shops File a Bill to Pre- 
vent the Western Union from Depriv- 
ing Them of Quotations on Grain and 
Provisions. 

When the last grand jury met they stirredup a 
large amount of talk and virtuons indignation 
over the bucket-shops, so called, and threatened 
to have them indicted as gambling-places. The 
Board of Trade also, whose business is seriously 
cutinto by these places, was also in favor of 
having the Western Union Telegraph Company 
retase longer to give quotatious to these places 
—i step which would clearly result in their 
speedy collapse. The board also threatened to 
cut off the Western Union from baving ap oflicc 
in their building unless this was done, which 
would have been like cutting off its nose to 
spite its face. Apparentiy, however, some step 
toward this ead must have been taken. for Tues- 
day the Metropolitan Grain & Stock Exchange, 
H. B. Peabody and the Public Grain & Stock Ex 
change filed bilis against the Western 1 
Telegraph Company and the Gold & Stock Téle- 


} graph Company, setting out that they had con- 


tracts with these companies to have the quota- 
tions on grain and ovisions furnished them, 
but that the defendants were threatening to 
break their contracts and deprive them of such 
facilities. The compiainants therefore asked 
for injunctions to prevent the threatened ac- 
ton. Temporary injuactions were issued by 
Judge Tuley, under bonds of 51,000 in each case.

I distrusted bim at sight, and 
inguired of die Adjutaaot-Geueral who he was, 1 
was told that he was one of our scouts and spies. 
Llanswered that he might be all right, but 1 
would watch him; that I believed be was a Kebel 
spy, butof course they understood their busi- 
ness. I think he was informed of my opinion 
ot him, for from that on he always looked as if 
he would like to meet me in the brush. He 
bought a fine horse of Lieut.-Col. Hess, of the 
Nineteenth Peunsylvania Cavalry, got some 
clothes, and disappeared—lI suppose on a scout. 
About one or two days before we started back 
to Memphis he returned on an old horse and 
with old clothes, claiming that the Rebels had 
captured and robbed him, but that be had 
escaped from them. This was the last I saw of 
bim until he joined us again on the second 
Sturgis raid. 

We lett Memphis on the Guntown raid June 1. 
1864, went as far as Lafayette on the Memphis & 
Charleston Railroad, and moved via Salem, 
Tenn., and Ripley, Miss., to Brice’s crossroads, 
or, as it was called by us, Guntown. We did not 
bear of au enemy uutil the morning of the llth 
(June) Lad been to Gen. Sturgis’ headquar- 
ters iuquiring of bim about the Kebels. He said 
he had not beard of any: HKeturning then to my 
command | passed on the way the man l wen- 
tioned above as a probabie Rebel spy. He 
moved bis horse up near to me and said, as he 
leaned over its neck, “You will cateh dei 
soon.“ I did not pay any attention to tbis sem 
threat at that time, but thought seriously of it 
afterward. After marching some two or three 
hours we heard tirtngin our front, and soon 
orders came for us to move forward as rapidly 
as possible. We did so, and the last mile or two 
we went on.the double-quick. The weather was 
excessively hot, and our wen soon begun to fall 
from sunstroke or from exhaustion. do thickly 
were the dead or dying scattered along the road 
that it presented the appearanve of a running 

‘fight buving taken place. About one-half or 
three-quarters of a mile north of where we went 
into position we crossed a low, wet piece of but- 
tomanduastream calied Fishomingo. Here the 
Rebels, very accommodating feliows, bad built a 
bridge of logs and rails to Keep our teams 
and wagons out of the mud, 80 that 
Sturgis could make his famous “ wagon- 
tungue charge” and bring the train 
ucross for them to corral at leisure. On coming 
up I did not see Gen. Sturgis, but understood 


that he was at a house to the lett ol the Gun-~ 


town road, in the forks of the roud. I was or- 
dered forward on this road about 4 quarter of a 
mile, maybe more, filed to the right, and took a 
position from which I was moved to the front 
until | could see the Rebels lying down and dis- 
playing some of our cavairy guidons. 
about to wive orders to fire my Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel and the Adjutant protested, saying they 
were our men; so | seut two companies forward 
to feelof them. They then raised and tred, 
mortally wounding the Lieutenant-Colonel (who 
received six bullet wounds aud died soon after), 
killing the Adjutant, wounding a large number 
of privates, and wounding and capturing the 
two Captains I had sent to the front. My biouse 
was riddied by bullets, and I received a slight 
wound ia the arm. About this time my Ser- 
geaut-Major came rushing down the live with 
information that the Rebels were flanking our 
right. Throwing back my right wing I saw for 
the first time that we had no support—not one 
of our regiments in sight, and Kebels all about 
us. Lcommenced t fall back, and when near 
the forks of the road met Capt. Waterhouse, 
who told me to have the regiment lie down so 
that his battery could use grape and canpister. 
We did as requested, and his fire quick- 
ly checked the oncoming Rebels. I was 
then near the house in the forks of tne road, 
but Gen. Sturgis and staf! were gone; not 
another of our regiments iu sight; no supports 
for the battery; and things began to look de- 
cidedliy blue for us when pon 65 Williamson (I 
think it wus) rode up and ordered me to move 
around and to. the left of the house. 1 did so, 
but had not gone far until | saw some of our 
men coming out of the woods, followed in a 
few minutes by the Rebels, who fairly swirwed 
as they gota battery into position. On the bi! 
across tae Tishomingo | sawa great many of 
our men, and supposed of course that Sturgis 
was there and would form a line, as it was a 
splendid position to make a stand. We started 
to join those on the hill. — saw we could not 
make the bridge on time; su’ we crossed below, 
being obliged to wade the mud. Arriving at the 
ridge | found every fellow pushing for the rear, 
and no one to give a command. Inquiring for 
Gen. Sturgis, l was told that he had struck out 
for the rear some time before, taking with him 
as an escort a battalion*of the Second New 
Jersey Cavalry, four bowitzers, and a battalion 
of the Nineteenth Peunsylvania Cavairy. 1 
thought ours was tbe last command to get away 
from the battle-fieid, but was overtaken by Col. 
Noble, with a purt of the Second lowa Cav- 
airy, ‘who, at my request, remained 
with us and did all in his power to 
assist us, as were then out of cartridges and the 
ammunition train had been run across the 
Tisbomingo and could not get back. Col. Nobie 
several times sent couriers to Gen. Sturgis re- 
questing him to halt until the infantry could get 
in front, or send the howitzers back to protect 
us; but he paid no attention tous. As the men 
were wort out and falling by the wayside, had 
noth to eat, and were out of-dmmunition, 1 
—— them to break their guns when they 
coul not carry them any turther. Many did so, 
but the majority brought them througb. 
ently we Capt. 
swamped in the quick 
bottoms. We got to Ripity about 8 o'clock the 
next morning, and there I received orders to get 
the togetber, which I attempted to do.
